During  my  period  of  office  there  have  been  vast  changes 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  most 
notable  change  is  in  the  number  of  services  which  are  available 
and  for  certain  sections  of  the  community,  essential  ;  the 
tendancy  is,  however,  for  certain  people  to  depend  too  much 
on  the  Local  Authority,  and  too  little  on  their  own  efforts,  to 
improve  conditions. 

The  housing  shortage  is,  to  my  mind,  the  source  of  many 
of  our  troubles,  and  I  have  on  many  occasions  expressed  the 
opinion,  which  I  still  have  no  reason  to  vary,  that  Housing 
and  Food  are  two  basic  necessities  besides  which  schemes  for 
New  Schools  and  so  called  Free  Doctoring,  desirable  as  they 
maybe,  should  be  secondary  considerations. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  various  Councils 
I  have  had  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  serve,  for  their  in¬ 
variable  kindness  to  me,  and  I  shall  carry  away  with  me  very 
pleasant  memories  of  that  kindness.

Water. — The  sources  of  the  Town’s  water  were  as  des¬ 
cribed  for  previous  years,  supplemented  to  a  small  extent  by 
supplies  from  outside  the  Borough. 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity,  although  care  has  been  necessary  to  avoid  the 
waste  of  water. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  made 
monthly  of  the  well  waters  and  weekly  of  the  raw  and 
filtered  river  water. 

3.  The  water  is  not  excessively  plumbo-solvent  and  no 
special  precautions  are  taken  against  this.

Sioimming  Baths. — On  Ma}'  23rd  the  small  swimming 
bath  was  taken  over  for  medical  purposes,  so  that  the 
figures  here  given  apply,  in  the  main,  to  the  large  bath.

During 
the  year,  the  general  character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was 
satisfactory. 

Closet  accommodation. — With  the  exception  of  a  few 
cottages  in  the  Lillington  district,  the  houses  throughout  the 
town  are  equipped  with  water  closets. 

Scavenging. — Approximately  8,587  tons  of  refuse  were 
collected  and  received  at  the  Destructor,  as  compared  with 
8,425  the  previous  year.
